It appears that UJ,S., hams willbe 
infor a drastic shakeup and be out some 
hardearnedcashiftheF CC adopts a pro- 
posal by the ARRL. The:proposad|land 
the ''havoc"' it may cause among hams is 
explained in a news story reprinted ‘iin 
this issue of $Beat, 

Should this be approved, there will’ 
doubtless be many loud cries of anguish 
among the hams---but honestly, haven't 
we brought this upon ourselves? 

How many of us have fallen prey 
to the wiles of the 'easy way''---have 
forgotten that one of the original basic 
concepts of amateur radio was keeping 
up with the developments in electronics

How many ofus fallin the category 
described in the news story as one of 
those who "ust go out and buy their e- 
quipment, plugitin the.light socket, cm- 
nect the antenna, andoperate, How many 
of us have become, as the editor of one 
radioclub paper terms it, "appliance op- 
erators''? 

How many of us, through lack of 
keeping our knowledge of radio current, 
have lostthe ability to discuss radio cir- 
cuts and developments onthe air or in 
an "eyeball QSO'? 

How many of us, during years of 
strictly "phone operation" have let our 
CW slip until now we couldn't copy even 


a simple message if the need arose? 
(Perhaps the attendance at Wally's code 
class will increase if this proposal is 
adopted. ) 

How many of us have built at least 
a part of our equipment? How many of 
us could, should the need arise? What 
has each of us contributed to any devel- 
opments in radio? Perhaps those mem- 
bers who are engaged in the field of el- - 
ectronics can claim they have---but how — 
about those of us who earn our living in 
other fields? 

To use an old Army term---it's 
about time for us to “shape up or ship 
out"'---in other words, if we want to re- 
tain our present ham privileges, we'd 
better see about preparing ourselves to 


-really deserve them,— 


If this appears to be a blanket in- 
dictment of hams---so be it! Are you 
prepared for such a test listed in the 
news story? It's entirely up to you as 
to whether or not you qualify yourself to 
retain your present privileges, 

As for me, I'm going to try to see 
that I'm prepared for the test, should it 
be approved. I'd like to keep the operat- 
ing privileges I've had for a number of 
years and I'd hate to waste that $4. 

When the time comes to "stand up 
and be counted" are you going to be a 
"fully operational" ham, or are you go- 
ing to sifbackandbe only "second best"?

AMATEUR RADIO OPERATORS 
MAY FACE RE-EXAMINATION 

By Stephen M. Aug 

WASHINGTON (AP)---The Fed- 
eral Communications Commission, 
concernedabout the caliber of the na- 
tion's quarter-million amateur radio 
Operators, may re~examine most of 
them. 

The proposal may cost the ham 
operators about $1 million. 

The rule change was suggested 
by the American Radio Relay League, 
an organization representing about 
85, 000 hams. 

In its request f6r..the rule 
changes---now in the final stages of 
preparation---the league said there is 
“increasing concern...as to whether 
the basic purposes and objectives of 
the amateur radio service, particul- 
arly those relating to technical qual- 
ifications and proficiency, '' are being 
achieved. 

In short, the league is concern- 
ed because more and more hams have 
no great interest in radio technology. 
Many of them, as an FCC official said 
recently, "just go out and buy their e- 
quipment, plug it into the light socket, 
connect the antenna and operate. "' 

Thisis a big change from only a 
decade ago when most hams built at 
least part of their equipment. 

"One can truthfully say that the 
percentage of licensees who are the 
true tinkerer or technical types has 
been dropping,'' an FCC source said. 

Now, with more money, most 


hams are able to buy fine, commer- 
cially built equipment, 

Although hams still are required 
to pass tests' ini international. Morse 
code andbasic electronics, some FCC 
officials feel they have not progressed 
as far as might be expected, consid- 


» ering tthe developments in electronics 


and communications, 

The results: The FCC picked up 
the league idea and began formulating 
proposed new rules. The changes, if 
approved by the seven-man commis- 
sion,;. would be the biggest overhaul 
of amateur rules in 15 years. 

A new license grade would be 
established. To retain all their prees- 
ent’ operating privileges, most hams 
would have to take new, stiffer tests 
in code andtadio theory, atia cost of 
$4 per exam, pass or fail. 

Those who fail would still be al- 
lowedto operateonall frequency bands 

---or groups of frequencies---which 
they now use. But they would be per- 
mitted only on certain segments of 
these bands. 

Thereis alreadyone speci?1 am- 
ateur license---known as the extra 
class---but it conveys no extra priv- 
ileges, Of 270, 000 hams in the Unit- 
ed States, fewer than 5,000goextra 
class, They would be exempt from the 
new exams. One FCC official said the 
extra class exam is about as difficuk 
as tests for top grades of commercial 
radio licenses, 

Part of the FCC concern over 
the status of hams is related to the al- 
location of precious radio frequencies. 
Other services---maritime radio sta- 
tions, aeronautical radio services, 
and international broadcasting---all 
would like to take over the valuable 
amateur frequencies.

At the test bench are a VI VM, 
capacity checker, @ Heéwiett-Packard 
signalg enerator, modulator, Hewlett- 
Packard and Dupont scopes, BC221, 
TS175, tuning fork, oscillator, digi- 
tal counter, variable power supply, 
precisioninstrumentsfor meter shunt- 


ing, grid dip meters, SWR bridges, _ 


and a complete set of Civil Defense 
radiological monitors, along with var - 
ious homebrew equipment including a 
diode checker for finding the PIV of 
unknown surplus diodes. 

Wally has done much of the work 
on the building himself, assisted by 
his xyl Marge and interest friends, 

Some arrangement Will be made 
soc lub members can use the test eq- 
uipment with or without help. 

The PPRAA code andtheory clas- 
ses will have the building as a standby 
meeting room, complete with black- 
board, code oscillator and overhead

FCC officials point out that hams 
nave been valuable. 

Since World War I, hams have 
beenabig source ofveemi-traindd per- __ 
sonnelfor the armed forces, Amateur 
radiohas also been the training ground 
for many young scientists. 

Hams also help the public in 
times of emergencies, And where in- 
ternational regulations permit, they 
handle messages between members of 
the armed forces and the folks back 
home. 

Butifhames do not perform these 
services and donot continue to upgrade 
their skills, then officials fear that they 
will have no basis for reserving large 
biocks of frequencies for hams, 

Pressure has come from many 
new countries---especially those in 
Africa---for more international fre- 
quencies. Inmany an emerging nation, 
an international broadcasting station 
has become a status symbol and a 
means for disseminating its views to 
the world,
